PITTSBlHilG. Sept. 25—The Fuel 


Administration has delivered a con- 
siderable tonnage, all told, of 72-hour 
coke from foundry to blast furnace 
use. As noted in The Courier at var- 
ious times for weeks past there have 
been rather free offerings in the mar- 
ket of 72-hour coke tor sale to foun- 
dries, and it appeared that foundries 
were buying more than they currently 
needed in the desire to accumulate 
etocks against possible shortage later 
on. Operators usually have more coke 
tb&t has been, in ovens 72 hours than 
ii required for foundry consumption 
a&d thus when they have a surplus of 
coke over contract requirements they 
naturally oH«r th« 72-hour coke in the 
market as it commands a dollar a ton 
more than coke sold tor tncnace use. 
They hare, furthermore, been willing 
to p«7 a coountoeton to brokers in 
many eaaeci, commissions running up 
to X cents a too. On account of the 
pressing need of some furnaces the 
Fuel Administration nas made, a num- 
ber of dtocreions, requiring operators 
•who had b*en offering foundry coke 
in Che market to ship k to blast tnrtt- 
aeei instead. 


The actual requirements ot foun- 


dries seem to be fairly well taken care 
ot by the reduced tonnage ot foundry 
coke now being offered, and there fe 
n*t particular sbortace. Supplies ot 
farnaoe coke are approirmalely equal 
to the requirements of tiie blast furn- 
aces recalarly dependent npon the 
CoaoellBTille region, but any surplus 
coke tint might develop could prob- 
«bly And a me with {omace* in other 
dtetrieta.

Blast furnaces are beginning to look 


for results from the Ifael Administra- 
tion's coke inspection activities, and 
some report a noticeable improvement 
in the quality of coke received. The 
furnaces continue to insist that tiie 
output of pig iron would be heavier if 
the coke available were ot better qual- 
ity, although it is not contended that 
all coke, or even the major portion of 
the total supply, is distinctly deficient 
in quality. A meeting was held Mon- 
•day of this week at Washington be- 
tween representatives'of the War In- 
dustries Board and the pig iron pro- 
ducers, to consider meane whereby 
th« production of pig iron may be in- 
creased, but no definite report has 
been made as to vrhat was, done. On 
succeeding days of the week the War 
Industries Board is meetinj represen- 
tatives of tie various finished steel 
branches of the trade, to consider 
both increase in the production of 
steel and conservation in its distribu- 
tion.
